Magistrate Millar commented the other 
day that in Edmonton cancelling drivers’ 
licenses has shown better results in curb- 
ing traffic offences than levying fines. 
Enforcement officers pretty generally have 
said that is true also in other cities. 

During August nine such licenses were 
suspended in the Edmonton police court, 
for periods varying from two months to a 
whole year. 

Edmonton drivers who are careless or 
reckless in operating their cars should infer 
something from this statement, and from 
the August record. The quite plain suggest- 
ion is that if they are apprehended for 
breaking the traffic laws they cannot count 
on settling the matter by paying fines, but 
may expect to lose the right to drive their 
cars if the offence is flagrant. 

Offending drivers in other cities have the 
same penalties in prospect. It is being 
recognized, and proclaimed, here as else- 
where, that cancellation is more effective 
than fining as a means of inducing respect 
for traffic laws. 

It seems rather a pity that there is no 
way to also cancel the “license” of a pedest- 
rian who breaks the regulations, and of 
forbidding him the use of the public streets 
for a season. It may yet come to that if 
jay-walking becomes a common enough 
nuisance to require more serious attention. 


Plenty of Dynamite 


The General Assembly of the United 
Nations will meet in regular annual session 
on Tuesday, at Lake Success. 

The agenda is packed with explosives. 
Among these is the “veto question,” the 
question being how to limit the exercise of 
the veto power so as to prevent it being 
misused. Competent observers have said 
this proposal may wreck the U.N. organizat- 
jon as it now stands. At least the discussion 
is bound to provoke extreme tension, and 
cause clashes. It seems more likely to 
widen than to narrow the breach among the 
great powers 

The proposal to maintain a permanent 
border patrol in the Balkan area is another 
danger-filled problem which will have to be 
faced. Having gone so to protect 
Greece from outside interference, the 
Assembly is committed to the creation of 
some lasting safeguard for that outpost of 
democracy. 

“Liberated” Korea is still without even 
a shadow government, and the big powers 
have reached a stalemate there after two 
years of post-war wrangling. The Assembly 
can hardly leave the situation as it stands. 
To do that would be to abandon Korea to 
chance, cause wonderment in Japan, and 
Shake faith in Europe as to the competence 
of the new “league” of nations 

The Palestine problem is alsc 
program. Having set up a committee of 
investigation, now due to formally report, the 

Assembly mnot side-step the responsib- 
ility to take action of some kind. Presum- 
ably action based on either the majority or 
the minority report from this committee 
A preview of these reports has been pub- 
lished. Neither has been hailed with com- 
plete satisfaction by the Jews, and both 
are declared to be a certain cause of war by 
the Arabs. ‘

country. 

Britain, they say, will accept the 160,- 
000,000 bushels of wheat Canada has con- 
tracted to ship there during the coming year 
and as much of the promised 350,000,000 
pounds of pork products, 120,000,000 pounds 
of beef, 120,000,000 pounds of cheese, as 
Canada can supply; and will take eggs at 
the current rate of 90,000,000 dozen per year.

Argentina has summarily cut off ship- 
ments of canned meats to Britain and may 
stop shipments also of fresh meat and oth- 
er foodstuffs. The canned meat tradg ran 
to 50,000 tons during the first half of this 
year, while last year Argentina sent Britain 
more than half its import meat supplies. 
That eliminates any likelihood that Britain 
may want to curtail its purchases in Can- 
ada. It will need all the meat it can get. 

There is nothing in all this to indicate 
that our export trade to Britain is in dan- 
ger. The strength of that trade is that our 
shipments have been in the main things 
which Britain must have, and will need as 
much—perhaps more—in the future as in 
the past. 


What Comes of it All? 

The department of agriculture at Wash- 
ington reports that the farmer in the Unit- 
ed States is taking in more money than he | 


ever got before. In eight months past cash | 


farm receipts are calculated at $17,400,000,- 
000, a 21 per cent gain over the same per- 
iod in 1946—which itself was a record year. 
But there is the companion picture,. The 
farmer's cost of living and doing business | 
has also gone up. Equipment and ou 
plies cost more. Hired help costs more 
Last year his operating expenses rose 9) 
per cent. No estimate is made of the rise | 
in 1947. That it went up in proportion is 


supposed. 


In Canada the movement has been sim- 
lar, though less marked. The farmer here 
too gets more, but aiso has to pay more, 
He protests that he is no better off when the 
accounts ere added up and the balance 
struck. 

Town people are in the same plight. They 
too get more wages generally, but have to 
pay more. They likewise complain that 
income and outgo are running neck-and- 
neck; many of them that the outgo is rising 
faster than the income. 


The speculation may be idle, since no- 
body can do anything about it. But -it is 
not the less interesting to spaculate wheth- 
er people on the average, in town and 
country, and on both sides of the line, 
would not now be just as well off if prices 
and wages had been kept pegged at the 
levels of 1945

Camera Trouble . 
Delays New Film 


LONDON—A new British picture 
planned for this year—"“The Blue 
Lagoon"—has been postponed in- 
definitely because the Bank of Eng- 
land refuses to authorize an expen- 
diture of $25,900. 

Frank Launder, the producer, had 

to take Jean Simmons 
and the production unit of Fiji in 
October for several months’ exterior 
work on the picture. 

The difficulty has arisen because 
there are only three technicolor 
camera's in England, and they are 
allotted in turn to companies by 
the British Film Producers’ assoc- 
iation. 

Sidney Gilliat and Frank Laun- 
der, the joimt producers of “The 
Blue Lagoon.” could not obtain one 
of the cameras for a considerable 
time. 

As an alternative, they planned 
to film the picture by a process 
which involved purchasing the 
stock in Hollywood and paying for 
the processing of the negatives over 
there. 

“The bank of England, in 
reply to our application for 
the expenditure of $85,000 regrets 
that it cannot authorize it now and 
has asked us to postpone our pro- 


duction for the time being,” said 
Mr. Launder. 
“We have already become in- 


volved in a preliminary expenditure 
of about £40,000 including an ex- 
ploratory trip to Fiji, the charter 


of a yacht to serve as a floating 


hotel for the company, and tests 
of artists to play with Jean Sim- 
mons 

“There ds no hope of our being 
able to proceed further with our 
plans this year. If, by 1948, we can- 
not get authorization for the dol- 
lar outlay, we have been promised 
the use of one of the technicolor 
cameras.”

Newer registrars, paid on salary, 
claim they are working overtime 
for nothing while registrars ap- 
poir before 1929 are profiting 
by the fact that they get a fee
